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common consent, education the 
most necessary business State; 
facts and figures, the largest bus- 
iness State. The size this 
iness realized when noted that, 
comparison with other public business, 
far more money spent carrying 
on, far more people are engaged it, 
and far more people are affected it. 
When contemplate the vast and 
complex organization this public 
undertaking, become aware the 
thousands opportunities for waste 
and inefficiency its management. 
one believes that all these oppor- 
tunities are being avoided; one 
that the schools are 100 percent 
efhcient. saying this, attach 
blame and imply moral shortcomings. 
Wholesale waste not believe 
exist; and malicious extravagance occurs 
less often the school business than 
any other. Corruption may found 
other public officials but scarcely 
among school men. 
and defaulting are practically unknown. 
Even where these gross forms mal- 
feasance have come light, gen- 
erally laymen—members school boards 


and city administrations who have 
been implicated. know 
public business which cleaner than 
public education; and know 
public servants whose honesty whose 
conscientiousness seldom brought 
into question. 

But when think the way 
which public education has grown up, 
realize that the conditions have not 
been favorable the development 
highly efficient system. not 
intend bore the reader stamping 
over old ground. merely wish 
call his mind the leaps and bounds 
which education has advanced during 
the past fifty years. From being the 
privilege few has become theory 
and often fact universal. has taken 
many new aspects. has not only 
added its course study and increased 
the years under which holds the 
rising generation tutelage, but has 
also assumed the functions other 
institutions. has taken reform 
and welfare work, adult education, and 
public health. provides recreation 
and dental clinics, libraries and Ameri- 
canization, lectures and penny 
lunches, athletics, moving pictures, milk 
stations, savings banks, and tooth-brush 
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drills. would indeed miraculous 
all these activities could nicely 
adjusted and wisely evaluated that 
the most effective expenditure money 
would take place. 

are long way from perfection 
these matters—a long way from 
knowing what worth doing and long 
way from the most accurate adjustment 
means ends. Waste and 
ciency the management schools 
may admitted relative condition— 
relative, that is, absence waste and 
the utmost product for the existing 
outlay. time ignored, this 
waste becomes under present conditions 
especially worthy note. The public 
demanding more and more exacting 
accounting the schools. Costs have 
been mounting extremely rapid 
rate. The clamor for the education 
more and more children and the cry 
for better quality education—which 
like better quality anything else 
costs more money—abundantly explains 
the increase cost. But the tax-paying 
public groans under its burden. 
insists that all waste and inefficiency 
eliminated and while, the one 
hand the same public calls for more and 
better education, loudly insists that 
public expense kept down. 

School men cannot ignore this position 
even though degree contra- 
dictory. The public, the words 
Governor Philipp Wisconsin, does 
not want high taxes but wants the 
things that make taxes high. The 
adjustment this paradox the school 
job. must not only account 
for every dollar, but must evaluate 
the activities which the school per- 
forming, determining upon those that 
are most worth while—those which 
must carried forward all events 
and all hazards—and then must 
determine which the other activities 
the public can really afford. other 
words called upon certain 
sense save the public from itself. 


That is, from itself its mood 
“the things that make taxes 
the other hand the school man 
must not uncritically yield the 
demand for curtailment. The public 
many instances demanding degree 
retrenchment which con 
scientious superintendent can acquiesce, 
his task steer between 
the Scylla insufficient program and 
the Charybdis program which the 
people cannot and should not afford. 
Enough has been said indicate that 
there real problem here and that 
those who demand retrenchment 
school expenditures must and should 
given serious consideration. 

Most have not been sufficiently 
alive the importance studying the 
question school wastes and possible 
economies. But some superintendents— 
great many the aggregate—have 
kept mind the financial stress the 
schools and have done significant things 
the elimination wastes; moreover, 
some them, under the necessity 
economizing, have made certain curtail- 
ments their educational programs— 
curtailments which they thought would 
hurt least the efficiency the schools. 


For the reasons given above, the 
hundreds things that have been done 
save money ought brought 
the attention school people every- 
where and considered their merits. 
The writers this paper are sure 
this that they are willing engage 
nation-wide study school wastes 
that have been eliminated and 
ments, which, because either real 
fancied lack funds, have had 
made school programs. They need, 


fact, they must have, the study 
consummated, the cooperation 
many school people this endeavor. 
Superintendents, members boards 
education, and other school officials, are 
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urgently asked write them concerning 
any economies and curtailments which 
they have made. For example, what 
economies have you made the number 
teachers required? What economies 
have you made the construction 
economies have you made the pur- 
chase and use school supplies? 
the school people will send their 
lists economies and curtailments, the 
writers promise organize them under 
proper headings, write them up, and 
make them available general way 
the school people the nation and 
more specific way those who may 
have cooperated the project. Further- 
more, they will give credit men- 
tioning the names those who furnish 
the information, and the names the 
cities which the economies curtail- 
ments were made—unless the informants 


desire that this information withheld. 


Wastes Have Been 


Following are listed few wastes 
that have been eliminated. These will 
give better idea the type informa- 
tion that desired. 

slightly the ratio. 
also equalized the registration the 
thousand dollars annually for his school 
system this plan; and noted 
that believed that the efficiency 
the classroom work was not injured 
the carrying out the plan. 

Several small high schools are 
alternating courses cut down 
the number teachers required; for 
example, they are offering one subject, 
say, physics, one year and another 
subject, say, chemistry, the next year. 
Frequently, also, classes small high 
schools are being combined save 
teachers. 

superintendent reports 
that has standardized the work day 


for his teachers giving all them the 
same number found, 
when went his present position, 
that the teachers were teaching varying 
amounts time; some were teaching 
only three periods and others were 
teaching many seven periods. 
attempted give all teachers standard 
teaching load six periods and 
doing found that the number teachers 
required could reduced appreciably. 
Thus, several thousand dollars year 
were saved. 

Another school system effected 
economy its administration sick 
leaves for teachers. This economy was 
secured careful checking sick 
leaves and particularly doing some- 
thing help teachers maintain higher 
standard health. This city reports 
saving $16,000 sick leaves for one 
semester. 

Several small adjoining schools 
report that they hire jointly their super- 
visors and special teachers. For example, 
one music supervisor hired super- 
vise the music the several schools, each 
school paying according the amount 
service receives. each school 
system had hire fulltime super- 
visor for each the several special 
subjects, course the cost would 
very high, frequently prohibitively high. 

Another superintendent announces 
that when went his present 
position found large number 
classrooms several the buildings not 
use during several hours the day— 
this, spite the fact that general 
cry was being raised for more adequate 
housing facilities. The superintendent 
and principals checked these vacant 
rooms and found that making use 
all the rooms every hour the day 
they could accommodate, this city 
some 250,000 population, few hundred 
more children. Estimating that typical 
classroom costs between $4,000 and 
$10,000, this superintendent saved for 
his city several hundred thousand dollars. 
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One superintendent made study 
unit costs such items operation 
water, electric current, fuel, and 
supplies. Studies were made 
the various buildings find the cost 
per pupil each these items. was 
found that the costs the various 
buildings ranged very widely. The 
principals and all other workers the 
system, upon seeing where they ranked, 
became wholesomely critical their 
expenditures. The school, which had 
spent many times much for given 
item had others, wanted know why 
had done so; the result was that 
immediately began eliminate waste. 
Unquestionably this study unit 
costs saved the city several hundred, 
not several thousand dollars 


rural superintendent reports 
saving one school bus and driver 
through more efficient routing the 
other school busses. This procedure 
resulted saving about $1,200 
year. 


saving several hundred 
annually the fuel bill his institution 
doing such things checking the 
efficiency the heating plant, covering 
pipes with asbestos, and the placing 
weathet-strips the windows dnd 
doors. 


CuRTAILMENTS THE 
PROGRAM 


Because real fancied lack 
funds, anything which has been done 
curtail the educational program also 
wanted. Following are few the 
curtailments which have had made 
and which will give idea what 
wanted. Some these curtailments 
were probably unwise. 

The elimination certain sub- 
jects departments frequently has been 
thought advisable necessary. Some 


are the newer established ones such 
manual training, home economics, 
gartens, school gardening, nature study, 
agriculture, music, and art. 

Supervisors have very frequently 
been eliminated. 


school term has often been 
shortened. 


Teachers’ salaries have many 
instances been decreased. 


Night schools and continuation 
schools have frequently been eliminated, 


Expenditures for school supplies 
have often been decreased.

The object this article indicate 
technique whereby yearly enrollment 
figures can secured uniformly through- 
out the nation. This assumes course, 
that all states adopt the technique 
herein described.

Enrollment figures indicating the total 


number different pupils who have 
attended the public schools the 
United States for given year are not 


available. The sum the enrollment 
figures for each the forty-eight 
states gives too large number because 
the state enrollment figures their 
best contain many duplications due 
the transfer pupils between states. 

many the states attempt has 
even been made secure such state 
enrollments—that is, enrollment for 
the state which shows the total number 
different pupils enrolled the public 
schools that state during the year. 

Even when state has attempted 
secure such figures, the probability 
error has been great because detailed 
instructions which all teachers the 
state have had master order 
report the enrollment for that purpose. 
device will effective securing 
accurate figures state national 
basis unless the directions teachers are 
simple and few number. Too often 
these directions have been complicated 
and involved. 


Within the state, superintendents 
schools often have trouble eliminating 
enrollment duplications even for single 
district. city superintendent reported 
recently that found extremely 
secure proper enrollment 
figures from his school principals. 
recent check found that many did not 
eliminate duplicates, that is, pupils who 
had previously enrolled some other 
school the system. Some principals 
even counted children twice within 
their own buildings since many teachers 
got confused directions and 
reported the total number different 
pupils they had had their rooms during 
the year. This included pupils who had 
been previously enrolled another 
teacher the same building, and whom 
the other teacher had reported the 
principal belonging her own group. 
Moreover, teachers are transferred from 
school school, techniques figuring 
enrollments differ widely, that even 
when directions are available these differ- 
ences frequently cause teachers err. 

addition figures for public 
schools the following data are desired, 
the situation even more hopeless: 
(1) the total number different pupils 
private schools the United States, 
(2) the total number different pupils 
parochial schools the United States, 
and (3) the total number different 
pupils private, parochial, public 
schools within the United States during 
the year. Moreover, what are these 
figures for any one the forty-eight 
states, and for any the numerous 
county city districts within state? 
These are figures for which inquiry 
continually being made but which are 
not present available. 
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such enrollment figures have been

This the 
time when all things are made stand 
and deliver. 


Now what has the superintendent 
under these circumstances guide 
him? The literature full glowing 
accounts the value almost any 
project, item the curriculum, 
structural detail; but when comes 
crisis, the superintendent must consider 
these things, not isolation, but 
together. The comparative notion con- 
trols the situation. not whether 
the kindergarten manual training 
stenography have value. They have 
much value, perhaps more than can 
dispensed with. rather their 
value relation each other and 
other items the curriculum. 


‘the worth other activities. 


not that evening schools, public lectures, 
and recreation centers are little worth. 
Their worth unquestioned. 
rather their worth comparison with 
not 
that lunch rooms, dental clinics, and 
auditoriums are despised. Their 
advantages are easily 
rather their advantages when 
brought into competition with other 
uses building space. 

The point that all our teachings 
and all our readings are likely give 
false ideas. They set things 
isolation. They call upon admire 
one thing time. The 
business does not present these things 
one time. They form parts 
complex whole.

After 1910 practically all the admin- 
istrative staffs made consistent increases 
during each succeeding five-year period.

The only change needed report

The control the state department 
over private and parochial schools 
respect record-keeping and report- 
making should, course, just 
complete its control over public 
schools. The principle that “Education 
state function” well founded and 
accepted educators generally, but 
unless the state exerts similar control 
over all the schools within the state, the 
principle fails. Proper recording and 
reporting are merely the first steps 
such control. Unless that much 
demanded the state, the principle 
remains merely theory talked 
about but never put into effect. 

The demands the plan are surely 
reasonable. And, has been pointed 
out, instead adding extra task, 
those school systems where honest 
attempt now being made secure 
state enrollment figures and where 
attempt being made eliminate 
duplications total enrollment figures, 
the plan will eliminate great deal 
the teacher’s work.
